The Glorious Fourth, the day of 

.all days lo Ihe liberty loving Ameri- 
cans, was ushered in by I'coria 
early in the morning. There was 
the roar ol Ihe anvils, Ihe deafen- 
ing report of the dymnite cracker 
and the sharp, piercing sound pro- 
duced by the smaller utensils of 

ihe patriotic demonstrations. Then 
came the crack of io\ pistols, the 
more alarming report of the re- 
volver and shot <.,',,,,. Such was 
the ease seen and heard by dawn of 
thai day, but the deaf people took 
no part in the demonstration as 
they were busily engaged in filling 
up their market baskets with de- 
licious eatables, and left their 
homes and went lo a corner in the 
heart of the city, which was select 
ed as Ihe place lor ihe meeting of 
the crowd. All boarded ;i si reel 
car and lefl the city, gliding up 
and down ihe hills, swinging right 
and left around Ihe curves for six 
Itfng miles-. Finally our destina- 
tion Was reached ami our first 

picnic was inaugurated in Prospect 
Heights Park. Nevei before was 

there a picnic held by the deaf of 

Peoria. After a nice shady place 

was secured Ihe rest of Hie time, 
was spent in pleasant and enjoy- 
able chat until noon. The ladies 

prepared the table, and when all 

was ready, both men and ladies 
borea happy look. After dinner, 
Ihe ladies Ihen left the men lo 

themselves and they went out to m 

farm, which was a considetable 
distance from the park, and t hey 
went berry pickings. Ky the time 

they returned their faces showed 
1 hey were tired, as the trips made 
in both ways were pretty hilly, and 
because one of Ihe ladies, who had 
lo walk up and down the hill, 
got so tired, she fell down tw | 
And another younger lady sin 
ed in fishing herself out of a dry 
ditch which she fell in once. The 
third lady was able lo stand the 
trip. Then after their return, the' 
entire lime was spent in arguing 
about different sinus and some fun 
was addeil to I h is later. After 
supper, Messrs. Ilowarl, and Lord 
and Miss Nebb, (the last named 
most especially) furnished Hie wil 
and humors. 

Miss Nebb su icded in bringing 

the whole crowd untoa heart-break- 
ing laugh. Tears would mil down 

the ladies' checks Such a glorious 
time was not seen for many years. 

When nighl fell in, the win 
and glaring of the buz/, of the pin 
wheel and ihe extremely funny 

cnpeis of ihe nigger chasers, were 

seen and enjoyed. 

At last the crowd returned to 

their homes. All reported a line 

time but very tired. There had 
been expected a large turn out. 
bni happenings came in their way. 
Those who attended the picnic 
were : Mr. C. K. llowart and 
wife, Mr. Win. F, Beleke and wife, 

s Spencer and Nebb, M, 
A. <L I'.elckc and .lames Lord. 

Four unknown deaf boys from 
abroad were Peoria visitors on the 
Fourth, and Mr. .lames laird looked 
For them, but they vanished quick- 
ly.
